wounded,  which  include  ,  crucifixion 
and   burial   alive. 

Women,  it  la  aaid,  take  part  in     the 
perpetration  of  the  crueUicg.  The  dU- 
patch,  which  is  signed  by  Signor  8an 
OuuUano,    minister   of   foreign   afTaira, 
follows:     '^Xear   the   mosque  of  Hani, 
where   the    madicai   post   of   the    27th 
battalion   of  Beraaglierl,   had   been   lo- 
cated, and  in  Ita  vicinity,  28  bodies  of 
our  soldiers   were  found,     they     were 
horribly  mutilated,  crucified,  with  their 
throats   cut    open,    impaled,      torn      to 
pieces  and  dismembered.    Among  them 
there  was  the  body  of  a  aurgeon  lieu- 
tenant.    In    the    Arab    cemeteo'.    near 
where  the  fourth  company  waa  located, 
seven   bodies  of   BArsaglierl    wera  dis- 
covered.   They  had  biMW»  Uitarad  a!lv«. 
with  the  heads  out  of  the  earth.    The 
body  of  one  of  them   showed   that   ha 
had    been    terribly    tortured.

•d  local  Chinamen.  Sympathy  with  the 
rebellion  Is  very  strons  here  as  is  shown 
by  the  display  of  revolutionary  flags, 
and  perhrtpa  that  8>iiipathy  may  in- 
fluence local  Chinese  opinion.

We  print  today  interviews  with  resi- 
dents of  Oalc  Bay  and  Esquimau  giv- 
ing their  opinions  of  tha  proposed 
"Oreater  Victoria,"  which  would  In- 
clude the  absorption  of  these  districts. 
A  number  of  the  views  expressed  ara 
antagonistic  to  the  idea.  In  fafct  were 
a  vote  taken  in  the  neighboring  mun- 
icipality and  in  fcTsquimait  it  is  prob- 
able that  it  would  be  against  inclusion 
in  the  City  of  Victoria.  We  believe 
that  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  it  is 
generally  felt  by  the  residents  of  Oak 
Bay  particularly  that  the  ti»«  la  ijot 
ripe  for  that  dlatriot  to  relinquish  the 
munlclpa,l  powers  with  which  it  is  in- 
vested at  present.  Oak  Bay  has  been 
thriving  latterly.  A  large  amount  of 
local  improvement  w^rk  has  been  car- 
rion cMtt.  Taxfui  are  low  compared 
with  ,tll»  i«t«  which  prevails  la; Vic- 
toria «nd  the  fecUng  probably  is  that 
If  is  wise  to  let  well  enough  alone. 
There  is  undoubtedly  tha  idea  preval- 
ent -that  municipal  administration  in 
Victoria  has  to  some  extent  been  mud- 
dled during  the  past  few  years.  On 
th«   other    hand    the   affairs    of    the    Oak 


to  bring  thtt  whole  admlnlstratton  of 
Justice  in  Caltfomia  Into  contempt.  To 
suggest  th.1t  tha  accused  can  now  have 
a  fair  trial,  or  that  the  interests  of  the 
people  will  be  aafe  in  tha  handa  of  any 
jury  that  can  be  aelectad,  la  to  auggeat 
a  degree  of  crtnlulity  In  human  nature 
that  la  utterly  absurd.

The  trains  are  crowded  with 
passengers;  caravanserai,  inns,  and 
hotels  spring  up;  when  a  house  la  pull- 
ed down  It  la  to  make  room  for  a  bigger. 
'Ihe  railway  has  made  the  country  peo- 
ple travelers.  Travel  means  broadened' 
ideas  and  the  breaking  down  of  old  pre- 
judices. One  district  sees  how  another 
btnefltB  from  railways  and  clamors  for 
them.  Ht-nce  the  demand  for  railways 
that  has  sprung  up  in  all  parts  of  the 
Kinplre.  .Many  lines  have  been  laid.

Chinese  have  awakened  to  a  cunaciuua- 
nesR    of    nationality. 

Concurrent  with  these  material 
fUanffes  Dr.  Morrison  not«s  wiUk  gruat 
satlafactlon  a  marked  alteration  In  the 
uttitud«.»f  the  Chinese  towards  foreign- 
ers. The  old  prejudice  1b  disappearing: 
the  old  exclusiveness  i.s  being  broken 
dvwn;  the  ruling  classes  are  ready  to 
>\  ^Icoms  Kuropeans  to  their  social  cir- 
cles, and  there  In  a  great  increase  in  the 
e.vchange  of  friendly  courtesies  between 
the  Chinese  and  white  residents.  This 
n»w  feeitog  uf  toleration  Is  uianlfest 
among  all  social  grades,  and  Dr.  Morri- 
son says  th«t  hW«  "w^  ««i>4»rt?»n«»  and 
|B||ltt  of  other  travelers  in  China  is  one 
^^T  •'cflvillty  and  kindness"  from  all 
clasaea  of  the  people. 

He  notes  the  exiatence  throughout | 
China  of  a  apirit  of  the  greatest  optim- 
ism, and  aaya  that  tha  preaa  has  broken 
the  ahacklea  of  officialdom  and  Is  prov- 
ing Itself  *  trustworthy  guide  to  the 
development  of  a  truly  national  spirit.

Question  of  Bavy 
After  the  secretary  had  read  over  the 
list  oX  greetings  and  apologies  .the  toast 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  was  proposed  by 
Past  Presidertt   Brayshaw,      He   referred 
to  It  as  the  most  Important  toast  on  the 
list.     A  strong  army  and  navy  was  one 
of  the  best  auguries  it  was  possible  to 
have  for  the  peace  not  only  of  a  nation 
but  of  the  world.  In  this  Canada  of  ours 
the  question  of  the  navy  was  a  burning 
oiie.     Qdite  recently  when  the  issue  was 
practically  at  a  height  the  country  had 
changed  governments  and  everyone  was 
anxious   to   see  What     difference     that 
would   make  l"n  regard  to  the  naval  pol- 
icy  of    the    country.      The    Liberal    gov- 
ernment  had   started  s     navy  for     the 
countsy.  and  now  it  remained  to  be  seen 
what  steps  th«  C6nservative  govsmment 
would  take  to  deal  with  the  momentous 
question.     While  they  Were  anxious     to 
see  what  happened  It  was  not  for  them 
to  agitate.    The  government  he  was  sure 
would  do  the  right  thins  by  the  nation. 
They  were  there  to  do  that  and  he  knew 
that    they   would   not    fail   In   their   obli- 
gations.    He  argued  that  the  awakening 
of  China   from   her  thousand   years     of 
slumber  wae  an  indication  of  the  needs 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  coast  for  ade- 
quate naval  protection;  for  It  was  there 
that  he  thought  the   next   great  b&ttlea 
of   the   future  would   be  fought. 
,     Lieut,  de  Bails,  in   responding  to  the 
toast  said  that  the  fact  of  its  being  the 
most  important  one  on  the  list  made  It 
all  the  more  difficult  to  speak  to.  With- 
out doubt   the  question  of  th«*  army  and 
the    navy    wae   one    of    very    great    Im- 
portance  On    this   eoast    at    the   present 
time.     He  thought  it  was  hardly  realized 
how  great  and  Important  It  was.     In  re- 
gard  to  the  army   he   wondered   If   they 
knew    that    they  .QBly    bad    some    three 
nundt-ed    men   oapable    of    bearing   arms 
In     the    city    of    Victoria.      They    never 
knew  at  what  moment  war  would  break 
out   and   yet   that   was   the   strength  of 
their  arms  in  the  city.     Now  what  could 
they    hot^e    to  do   with    300    men    in   any 
emergency?     And   what     of  ths     navy? 
They  bad  only  three  ships  on  the  coaat 
and    none    of   them    were    modern.     He 
thought  it  was  about  time  Canada  man- 
ned her  own  ships  and  recommended  as 
a   method   of  being  In   time  able   to  do 
So  that  they  have  their  fisheries  devel- 
oped  by     Canadians     because  by     That 
means    they    would   be      training      their 
youths    to   a   life  on    the   sea.     At    the 
prASeiil   lime   their  fisheries  were  oper- 
ated  by    Japaness   and    other   Orientals 
but  what  would  they  be  expected  to  do 
for  Canada  In  tiroes  of  trouble?  If  their 
fisheries  were  operated     by     Canadians 
they   would  be   training   men   for  a   sea- 
faring  life,  and  that  was  the  very  first 
CBsential  In  the  Inauguration  of  a  navy. 
Unless  something  was  done  along  these 
llnea  he  doubted  if  they  would  ever  have 
a  navy.     And  In  regard  to  the  army  he 
thought  It  would  be  a  good  plan  to  start 
a  regiment  of  Infantry  In     the     city  of 
Victoria,  and  he  suggested  that  a  step 
In  that   direction   might  be   taken  next 
year.     A    Highland   regiment   would,   he 
thoucrht,   meet   with   general   favor  and 
««iT>pnrt.     M*ny  Inrlfi  h»  knew     of     who 
would    make   admirable    soldiers,    would 
not   Join   the   Fifth      Regiment,   because 
(b«:r  fioUIfirlBff- fcrt«  wofi  not  afUl}«ry. 
He  saw  no  reason  why  these  lads  should 
not  be  given  an  opportunity  of  serving 
under  the  colors  in  a  Highland  regiment, 
or  at  least  an  Infantry  regiment.

The  Montreal  Star  of  a  late  date  has 
an  article  on  the  last  suffragette  demon- 
stration which  Canadian  sympathizers 
with  the  militant  movement  should 
read.     The  editor   says: 

Thousands    of      "mae      sympathisers 
with   the  cause  of  Woman   Suffrage,   or 
any   other  cause  which   functionaries   In 
throwing    stones,    breaking  windows,  and 
fighting  with    the   police      had     a   thor- 
oughly enjoyable  demonstration  In   Par- 
liament   Square    last    night.      Windows 
were  broken  far  blocks  In  all  directions, 
eighteen  hundred  police  were -called  out 
to    prevent    more    serious    rioting,    and 
there   were  two  or  three   hours  of  Just 
the    kind    of    Intellectual    activity    that 
appeals  most  strongly  to  tha  typical  and 
sympathetic    hoodlum    on    whom      Miss 
Pankhurst    relied    to    press    her      argu- 
ments home. 

But   the  militant   wing  of   the  suffra- 
gette   movement    did    not    shirk    any    of 
Its    responsibilities.       In    their    jseal    to 
make    this    battle    the   most    memorable 
of   their  glorious   campaign   .a  company 
of    women    armed    with    sllng-shots    en- 
deavored   to   Impress    the    worthiness    of 
their  cause  on  every   one   within   range. 
It   was  a   sweetly  clever    Idea   and   was

Qulth;  others  shrieked  continuously  and 
hysterically   for  two  hours;   still  others 
fainted    In   solid   phalanxes    and    blocked 
traffic.     One  hundred  and  eighty  female 
martyrs  fell  Into  the  hands  of  the  bru- 
tal constabulary  and  were  lodged  In  the 
cells    and     msny    of     the     faithful     but 
unodrolt  male  sympathisers  were   bruis- 
ed   and  ,  disfigured.      Viewed    from    every 
standpoint,  the  battle  was,  aw  extraord- 
lnar>'    success.      Mr.    Asqulth    has    been 
shown    to    be    In    error    and    the    ability 
of    the   militant    suf^ageltes    to    handle 
the  affairs   of  the  empire  demonstrated 
beyond   the  peradventure  of  a  doubt.

The  matter  waa  brought  up  by  Mr. 
Dakers.  the  North  Ward  delegate.  In  ad- 
dressing those  present  on  the  Interfer- 
ence of  the  professional  managers  in 
endeavoring  to  entice  good  amateura  In- 
to the  professional  ranks  when  they  hart 
mpre  playsrs  than  they  could  use  at 
the  present  time.  He  f«lt  that  the  B.C. 
A.A.U.  waa  making  things  easier  for  the 
professionals  In  not  backing  up  the  con- 
stitution of  an  amateur,  as  iplayers  left 
the  amateurs  with  the  idea  that  ahould 
thay  w,leh  to  come  back,  tt  would  be  an 
eaay   matter. 

J'realdent  Manaon.  who  has  always 
bean  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  B.C.A.A.T*.

and  while  It  waa  necessary  to  a^y  with 
the  association  owlnjt  to  other  sports, 
he  would  otherwise  he  In  favor  of  drop- 
ping the  union  and  framin?  an  amateur 
constitution  of  their  own,  n\tM\  would, 
be  lived  up  to.  to  the,  very  letter,  Mr. 
L.oeksley  also  took  tMs  stand.,  but  of 
cotirse  explained  the  Interference  It 
would  have  In  other  lines  of  sport.  He 
believed  though  that  now  the  tima  had 
rorne  for  the  Bs««»clatlon  to  take  some 
artlon  and  In  order  to  protect  the  ama- 
teurs It  was  up  to  the  delogate  to  make 
ft  fight  for  clean  amateurism.  He  stated 
that  the  past  should  be  forgotten  and 
as,  the  delegates  present  were  alao  dele- 
gates to  the  B,C,A.A.IT..  he  advIsM  gooA 
hard  work  for  the  future  of  amateurlam. 
On.'  of  the  delegates  suggested  that 
a  resolution  be  paaaed  and  stjnt  to  the 
national  ea."<tern  body,  hut  nothing  to 
thla  end  waa  done  and  the  matter  wan 
dropped  with  the  a'li""'-nni«>iit  of  the 
meeting. 

President  Manson  ronr.ufii-d  th^t  the 
nntlon  of  tha  Vancouver  hoard  of  the 
nCA.A.TT.  Iti  relnatatlna  Touaon  was 
t.eyond  him.  aa  It  wns  distinctly  ate  ted 
In  the  constitution  of  the  union  that 
nrofenslonals  once  playing  profeaalonal 
were  naver  eligible  to  be  ntade  ama- 
teur. The  action  waa  a  direct  contradic- 
tion of  th«  constitution.

McFarftind  %able  to-  Un^ 
Knock-out  Blow  on  Sturdy 
New  Yorker— Says  His  Hand 


is  Broken

Farland.  the  idol  of  the  <JM«ago  atpck- 
yat^a.  won  and  lost  today,  when  he  was 
awarded  the  decision  over  Harlem  Tom- 
my Murphy  at  the  end  of  twenty  rounds 
of  fighting  bef6re  6,000  critical  apecHa- 
tora.  SlcKarland's  victory  over  the 
tough  New  Yorker,  whom  90  per  cent  of 
those  present  expected  him  to  knock  out. 
was  clean  and  left  little  room  for  argu- 
ment, but  the  rank  and  file  of  experta 
and  right  fana  aeemed  unanimous  in 
their  view  that  aa  for  being  after  Wol- 
gast,  the  Chicago  man  was  impoaslble. 
Hence  hia  victory  over  Murphy  loft  a 
tinge  of  disappointment  among  fight 
roilowers  wnich  they  were  not  back- 
ward In  expreaaing. 

McFarland  and  his  handlers  claim  he 
had  broken  hia  right  hand  In  the 
twelfth  round,  and  a  curaory  examina- 
tion at  'he  conciuaion  of  the  battle 
showed  that  member  to  be  badly  puffed 
and  ewoUen;  but  of  this,  the  puhllc  waa 
not  aware  until  after  they  had  filed  out 
of  the  arena.  McKarland,  If  ha  really 
broke  hia  hand,  fought  a  wonderful  bat- 
tle. 

Murphy,  o'n  the  other  hand,  gava  an 
exhibition  of  gameness  and  ability  to 
come  back  rarely  aeen  In  a  prize  ring. 
During  the  earlier  rounds  of  the  bat- 
tle, McFarland  fairly  amothered  the  lit. 
tie  fighter  with  a  dazallng  variety  of 
punches,  fro^n  which  there  was  noi  es- 
cape. He  sent  Murphy  flat  on  bla  back, 
but  Tommy  wae  up  In  a  trice,  anparently 
none  the  worse  for  wear.  Time  and  again 
Murphy  was  all  but  fought  out  of  the 
rmg  Into  the  taps  of  tha  newspaper 
crowd,  and  appeared  to  be  In  great  dla» 
Ibees,  but  the  well  neflned"^ -punch  waa 
hot  fortbcomlng  to  glt^e  hinV  Mtirquiatua. 
All  the  time  MoFarland  R«EVe'  an  ««thl- 
bltlon  of  blocking,  smothering  and  alde- 
slcpping  that  called  for  cheers.  He 
opened  cuts  over  Murphy's  eyes,  and 
damaged  hia  left  ear  until  It  took  on 
the  proportions  of  an  egg.  In  the  face 
of  tniB  constant  rapid  fire,  the  stout- 
hearted little  easterner  fought  back 
every  minute,  and  made  a  better  allow- 
ing In  the  IlMt  two  round*  than  'did 
Mci*'arland. 

For  twelve  rounda  tho  battle  was  One- 
sided then  tt  waa  noticed  that  McFar- 
land began  to  alow  down,  and  seemingly 
had  tired.  In  several  of  the  aucoeed- 
tng  rounds  he  wduld  apurt  and  pummel 
hie  antagonist  unmercifully,  but  Mur- 
phy fought  back  with  desperation,  and 
some  of  hia  l>ody  punches  made  deep 
♦nroada  tm.  McFarland's  vitality.  Att*r 
the  fifteenth  round  Murphy  took  on  new 
courage,  and  there  waa  little  doubt  that 
he  would  last  th«  twenty  rounds.  In 
the  final  two  rounda.  ha  electrified  the 
spectators  by  taking  the  battle  to  Mc- 
Farland, and  It  seemed  as  if  the  bell 
terminating  the  contest  waa  aa  welcoma 
to  the  Chicago  man  aa  It  waa  to  Mur- 
phy. Both  (Ighters  showed  tha  marks 
of  the  confllet,  but  they  were  of  a  aup- 
erflcial  nature. 

Humming  up  the  tiattle,  McFarland 
outpplntad  hlfl  adveraary  to  auch  an  ex- 
tent that  the  latter'a  gameness  and  abil- 
ity to  abaorb  punishment*  did  little  to 
make  tt  a  two  man  , 'affair,  but  tha 
knockout  punch  waa  lacking,  and  tho 
raputed  powerful  MoFal-land  right  croea 
proTcd  a  negligible  tjoantlty. 

Mcl<'arland  expects  to  leave  for  Chi- 
eagn  on  Monday  whence  ha  will  pro- 
oefMl  «o  New  York  to  keep  an  engage. 
mant  with  Matt  Wells,  the  British  boxer.

It  1«  pretty  generally  conceded,  how- 
ever, *oth  m  ISnsland  and  In  the  antipodes. 
lh»t  the  Arnerlcane  have  an  excellent  chance 
fit  meetlna  with  niccesa  thie  year.  In  writ-- 
ing  of  the  American  game  In  the  official 
lawtt  tennis  Journal  In  Kngland,  Mr.  Dixon 
says: 

"There  are  aeveral  points  of  contrast  be- 
tween American  and  EnglUh  lawn  tenola 
players  and  their  methods.  One  la  forcibly 
■truck  by  the  comparative  wealcneas  of 
American  player*  from  the  baae  line  as  much 
as  by  anything  elae  at  tlrat  sight.  There 
ore.  of  course,  a  few  notable  rzceptiona; 
for  Instance,  W.  A.  I.«rned,  the  tTnlted 
States  champion,  whose  Uackcourt  play 
Is  perhaps  the  principal  feature  of  his  ex- 
cellence. Raymond  D.  IJttle  Is  another 
player  whose  powerful  forehand  drive  con- 
stitutes a  deadly  engine  of  attacli.  Tbnse 
two  Americans  possess  styles  more  ap- 
proaching those  of  our  own  leading  play- 
ers. 

■■The  Wrenn  brothers,  though  neither  Is 
particularly,  severe  off  the  ground,  possess 
methods  more  In  accordance  with  many  of 
the  English  school.  R.  D.  Wrenn,  a  former 
ekamplon  of  the  United  States,  reminds  me 
a  good  deal  of  R.  B.  Powell  In  his  net  play, 
and  thla  similarity  Is  Increased  by  the  fact 
of  their  both'  being  left-handed.  In  doubles 
the  Wrenns  are  more  subtle  than  forcing, 
and  they  frequently  employ  the  lob  with 
treat    effect. 

"The  general  body  of  American  players 
OS  compared  '  with  our  own  show  an  in- 
.feflor-lty  both  In  the  pace  and  length  of 
their  ground  strokes.  There  are  no  play- 
ers In  the  Vnlted  fttetes  with  quite  the 
force  behind  the  driving  of  P.  H.  Smith, 
or  the  power  and  consistency  of  A.  W^  Oore 
at  their  best.  The  stiff-artn  drive  Is  hard- 
ly ever  seep.  In  style  and  execution  we 
are  superior  also.  The  strokes  of  a  large 
nomber  of  Amerlcen  players  off  the  gronnd 
are  belabored — th<»y  get  there,  Hut  more 
energy     is     ekt>ea<i«n1     In     so     Aotng.  Svnn 

among  their  rhst-o-lastt  playera,  aoveral  usa 
ths  chop,  and  the  cfean,  hard  hitting  prac- 
ticed so  continually  here  la  conspicuously 
absent   In  the  play  of   the   Americans.

Imiiartial    Judges,    generally    from    Eng- 
land, are  sent  for.    The  two  choirs  must 
sinir  the   itame  piece   In   order   that   the 
Judges  can  miake  comparisons  the  bettor. 
In  due  time  the  contest  comes  off,  and. 
bofore   the  singers,   sit  the  Judges   with 
pencils  in  hand,  ready  to  mark  down  the 
good  and  bad  points  of  the  singinK.     At 
the  conclusion  of  the  contest  the  judges 
confer  and  award  the  prize.     The  Cardiff 
choir  or   tlie   Swansea  choir  win.  as  the 
case  may  be.     ^uch  a  singing  contest  Is 
called  in  the  Welsh  language  an  eistedd- 
fod.    Often  ten  or  more  choirs  compete 
for  the  prise.  This  makes  the  excitement 
the  keener.     What  a  wonderful  body  the 
Mountain   Ash    Choir   Is   everybody   can 
readily   understand   from    the   fact   that 
they  have  won  no  less  than  twenty-nine 
n.itlonal  elsteddfodlc  contests.     That  Is 
marvellous.    That  is  why  you  might  say, 
as  has  been  said  above,   that  this  choir 
las    "fought    Its    way"    to   the   top.     Of 
course  a  secret  must  be  let     out     here. 
The  Mountain  Ash  choir  have  beautiful 
voices,    of  course,    but    they    could    have 
made   no   such   wonderful  record  In   the 
face  of  such  wide  competition  had  It  not 
been  for  their  remarkable  conductor,  Mr. 
T.    Giyndwr   Richards.      It   was   he   who 
trained    them,    brought    forth    their    fine 
powers,   made   them   sing   like  one  man, 
end   taught  them  the  thousand  and  one 
little  details   that  go  to  make   up  abso- 
lute perfection.     In  other  words  he  who 
sits   down    to   hear   this   choir,   to  listen 
to   the   stranfre    folk   songs      of     far   oft

The  excitement  v/n::  Intense  In  the  ear- 
ly morning  When  the  harrncks  were 
burnt;  fire  h'aps  were  nl^i*  Vlndlcd  In 
various  quarters  as'slgnHls  rer  ihe  mut- 
ineers. .\i  rhe  8nm»-  timi-  the  bells  of 
the  British  Consulate  pealed  forth  long 
staccato  notea  of  warnlns.    The  foreign- 


ers hud  expected  trouble  for  some  lime, 
as  hati  the  Oovernment  officials.  1  went 
out  In  the  French  Concession  with  the 
volunteers,  armed  with  a  gun  and  iwyo- 
not.  to  help  suppreas  the  looters,  of 
which  thcrt-  were  ii>any  selling  fires. 
\  and  getting  away  with  vverythlnK  they 
'.  could  lay  their  hands  upon.  Tlie  looters 
were   not   brouRlil   unUer   proper  «-ontrol. 


I  however,   untu   the   arrival    of   the   Qer-

As  tlie  news  spreads 
through  China  men  will,  gnash  their 
tt>eth  and  vow  vengeance  still  more  dire 
on  the  ManChuB.  In  Europe  and  Am- 
eiica  this  anttrely  nnneoeaaary  piece  of 
borbarlam  will  create  a  thrill  of  horror, 
which  will  go  far  to  deprive  the  Throne 
of  any  friendly  feeling  of  sympsthy 
which  foreign  peoples  have  hitherto  felt 
for  It.'

Much  anxiety 
has  prevailed.  The  fleet  of  vessels 
sent  to  the  scene  lay  lust  night  hove- 
to  In  thick  weather  with  ii  southeast 
Kale  blowing:  off  the  coast  near  the 
mouth  of  Kyuquot  sound,  and  none 
had  received  any  tidings  <>t  the  Tecs. 
Xol  until  the  fog  clears  and  conditions 
'favor  the  entry  into  Kyuuuot  sound 
will  the  circumstances  of  what  has  be- 
fallen the  O.  P.  R.  coasting  steamer 
be  ascertained.  Oftlclala  of  the  C.  P.  R. 
»re  hopeful ,  that  the  failure  of  the 
steamer's  wireless  to  communicate 
with  the  fleet  outside  the  «ound  is 
iiue  lo  ii»e  lugii  BiiuttMt  ui  iiic  ««iiv<.  <•• 
terferlng.

Thick  fog  prevailed 
throughout  yesterday  in  the  vicinity 
and  in  the  afternoon  a  fresh  gale 
sprang  up  and  at  night  a  southeast 
gale  blew  strongly.  The  Estevan  wire- 
less station  maintained  communication 
with  the  three  steamers  waiting  out- 
side Kyuquot,  and  messages  were  for- 
warded to  the  Victoria  station  at  in- 
tervals.

Tbey  may 
have  badly  needed  a  refreshing  batlx 
and  clean  umlwrelolhes  after  long  boat 
or  train  travel,  yet  could  not  well  at- 
tain these  necessities  because  their 
trunks  were  left  behind  somewhere  anil 
tiielr  existing  slock  nnd  been  in-  use. 
Many  times  iiave  t  lent  a  ,ten  dollar  bill 
as  temporary  aid  until  some  work 
tueneil  up  and  thus  enabled  tho  arriv- 
als to  repay  the  assistatice.  Nothing 
restores  a  lad's  self-respect  as  a  bath, 
clean  clothes,  kind  words  and  friendly 
attention  »o  as  to  enable  him  ^  to  feel 
more.

As  the  first  step,  the  magis- 
trate summoned  ih^  editor,  and  his  first 
question  was  to  ask  if  he  might  see 
the  letter.  The  editor  consented  to 
pruuucn  11.  out  contested  the  right  of 
the  law  to  seize  It.
